The Flower-Garden 


|| ROM earliest times the flower-garden has been an 
important part of the home, and should have as 
much care in planting as has any part of the house. 
For it is in this place that one seeks rest and quiet 
and courage, after the cares and worries of the 
business or the social world. It is for this reason 
that the flower-garden is secluded,—a place set 
apart, into which one may carry his thoughts or 
troubles for sympathy or for comfort. How many 
business men, who come from the cares and worries 


of a strenuous day, feel their weariness drop from 
them in the quiet and seclusiveness of their own 
garden where there is something to suit every mood,—in the dignified, 
stately hollyhocks, perhaps; in the graceful and soothing purity of the 
peonies; the bright and gay poppies; dainty little rock-lovers; larkspurs, 
whose clear, sky-blue or deep ultra-marine inspire depth and faith. No 
matter how small must be the garden, it is one’s own; and its very sim- 
plicity—for the garden should be simple—gives the change from other 
phases of life. Even when built on a larger scale, the note of simplicity 
should still be kept in mind. 

There are several different forms of gardens,— the usual one, repre- 
sented by the simple flower-garden or the informal border, in which one 
puts his favorite perennials. Many of these are the same that we recog- 
nize in~old-fashioned gardens, though, of course, modern science has 
improved these old-time flowers. There are the foxgloves, tall and 
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dignified, the perennial phloxes, larkspurs, lychnis in all their flaming 
brilliancy, campanulas, stately hollyhocks and lihes, irises, and ever 
bright and cheery sweet william. With a little thought in the planning 
of such a garden, one 
may have a variety 
of bloom through 
the entire season 
and a harmony of 
color and arrange- 
ment, bringing 
plants of lower 
growth to the fore- 
ground and using as 
edging such plants 
as candytuft, Pho 
subulata, Bellis per- 
ennis, Armeria and 
Arabis.

garden and the different kinds of rock-gardens. In making the rock- 
garden, great care must be taken to copy nature as closely as possible; 
for plants which take root here, apparently in scanty soil, in the pockets 
formed by the rocks, in reality need the depth of soil that is found in 
natural formations of this sort, where they sometimes run down fora 
foot or more in a soil-filled crevice. Bearing this in mind, a successful 
result and a lasting one will readily be obtained. Such plants as Phlox 
subulata, Alyssum saxatile, Arabis alpina, the asphodel, the columbines 
(Aquilegia), the 
pretty, evergreen 
trailer, <Arctostaphy- 
los Uua-Ursi, Cam- 
panula rotundifolia 
(which is the dainty 
bluebellof Scotland) 
and the dwarf gen- 
tian add their indi- 
vidual charm to the 
garden.

A simple formal garden a few weeks after planting 
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part of an estate may be made a great attraction,—a delight of green 


and color; for, besides the many vines that have long been in use for 
this purpose, there are several little plants, that are in their most suit- 
able location here,—Lysimachia nummularia (moneywort), which has 
stems that hang over the wall ro to 15 inches; P//ox subu/ata, that sends 
trailing stems down the rocks; Sedum acre, the stonecrop, that quickly 
covers the stone surface; Veronica incana and Cerastium tomentosum, which 
make tufts of foliage, covered, the one with blue spikes and the other 
with a mass of white flowers, and ferns, always indispensable to rockwork. 
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Of great possibilities and bringing into play a still different group 
of plants, is the water-garden, useful in beautifying the edges of ponds or 
streams. Irises are of first importance for this purpose. The mallows 
(Hibiscus), the cardinal flower (Lodelia cardinalis), the purple loosestrife 
(Lythrum salicaria), the marsh marigold (Caltha palustris), the meadow- 
lily (Lilium Canadense), all love the water and add to the charm of brook- 


side or meadow. 
The large formal garden, so much in demand in close connection 


with the spacious residences of our countryside, must needs still keep 
the note of simplicity and unity of the smaller garden; but the construc- 
tion of walks, pergolas, fountains and other details really call for the 
careful thought and advice of a professional designer or landscape 
architect.

Althzea rosea. HOLLYHOCKS 


Perhaps there is no plant more fraught with tradition and sentiment than this ever- 
loved old-fashioned member of the hardy garden. During the spring the large, lobed, 
heart-shaped leaves form a low mass of green, lighted up during the summer months by 
tall spikes of large bell-like flowers of all shades of pink, yellow and red, either single or 
double. Planted in the rear of the herbaceous garden or against a wall, their tall flower- 
spikes lend a majesty to the garden which can be gained from no other plant.

Although with a true woody stem and rightly classed among shrubs, this native 
plant is very low and a charming plant for use in herbaceous or rock-gardens or under 
shrubbery, for it does well in partial shade Its stems creep along the surface of the 
ground, soon making a large patch of glossy evergreen leaves. In the spring it is covered 
with a profusion of little pink bell-shaped flowers of the blueberry type, which are suc- 
ceeded in late summer and fall by round, bright red berries, about one-fourth inch in 
diameter.
